Senior center Jon Morris became the first player in school 
history to lead the team in scoring all four years of his 
career. Morris established new school records for most 
games played (153) and powerplay goals (37).

It was a dream season that no one in their wildest imagination would 
have dared hope for back on October 15 when the University of Lowell 
MEN’S BASKETBALL team (27-7) took floor for the first day of practice. 

One hundred sixty-four days later, the "Impossible Dream" came true as 
the Chiefs defeated the Universtiy of Alaska-Anchorage, 75-72, to win the 
NCAA Men’s Division Two National Championship. 

Head Coach Don Doucette’s team defied the odds in its first-ever trip to 
the NCAA tournament by winning five straight games to become the 
second New England region school to win the national title. "The goal was 
to make the national tournament. By that, everyone knew I meant I wanted 
us to qualify for the national tournament. That was our goal. And if we 
didn’t achieve that, we would have felt underachieved," said coach 
Doucette. 

It was a seson filled with emotional highs. Lowell opened the season with 
three straight wins before it tasted defeat. However, defeat was not 
something the team experienced often this season. The last defeat that the 
Chiefs suffered was against Sacred Heart University, on February 15. After 
that, the Chiefs went on to a 10-game winning streak. That 10-game streak 
led the team to the Springfield Civic Center. In front of 7500 fans Gavin 
Cummings, Bobby Licare, and Leo Parent led their team past the semi-finals 
against Florida Southern College to the final showdown against Alaska- 
Anchorage. Lowell never trailed during the championship game. The Chiefs 
got a key steal from Parent and two Licare free throws with II seconds 
remaining to capture the team's first ever National Basketball Crown. 

Not to be outdone by the multi-talented seniors. Sophomore Brian Parath 
was among the top five scorers. He, along with senior Pat King completed 
the list of top scorers. The only sad note to this spectactular season is the 
disappointment of losing Cummings, Licare, King, Billy Herenda, and Mike 
Scocca to graduation. When the Chiefs open their season on November 19 
against Merrimack the returning lettermen and newcomers will carry on the 
tradition that will hopefully continue for many more seasons.

Despite a seemingly disappointing 10-16 season record, the 
Lady Chiefs displayed their best show of basketball in recent 
years. This season's 10 wins gave the Lady Chiefs their second 
consecutive double-digit win season (II wins during the 86-87 
season) and their first back-to-back win season since 1982. The 
Lady Chiefs were led by sophomore swingperson Missy Mon- 
tini, who led the team in eight categories, including scoring (301 
points) and assists (106 assists). Fellow sophomore center Jenni- 
fer Demby was close behind Montini in scoring with 258 points, 
and she also pulled down a team-high 222 rebounds. In addition, 
she batted away 109 enemy shots and set a new school record 
for free throw percentage, converting 88.9 percent of her shots. 
Finishing up the top three in scoring was sophomore forward 
Mary-Kate O’Leary, who tallied 257 points. Montini’s spectacu- 
lar season did not go unnoticed. She was named to the All-NECC 
Second Team and was chosen as next year’s captain. Freshman 
guard Rosalyn Worsley was voted the team’s Rookie of the Year, 
and O’Leary was given the Best Team Player Award. 

The Lady Chiefs’ 10-16 record is very misleading. Several of 
their losses were last minute defeats, such as the two-point 
double overtime loss to Southern Connecticut and the one-point 
loss on the road to Bridgeport. Their defense is the major 
reason they are a team to be reckoned with, for ULowell fin- 
ished first in team defense for the second consecutive year, 
alloting a meager 64.0 points per game to their opponents. The 
Lady Chiefs are due for a winning season, for their top three 
players (Montini, Demby, and O'Leary) are returning as juniors, 
and a strong line of freshman who will see much more playing 

time as sophomores. I

Veteran head coach Jim Stone’s club is 30-7 
overall this season including an ll-l mark in 
conference play and a 27-3 record against New 
England competition. The 30 wins is a school 
record for a single season. Lowell rode a 14 game 
winning streak into the tournament. 

Since 1981 this has been the best opportunity for 
them to win it all. They beat two of the best 
teams in the tournament during the regular 
season. They were confident about their pitching 
and their hitting but it proved to be unsuccessful. 
Leading the achiefs attack was the outfielder John 
Spencer who is hitting .429. He is followed by 
junior catcher Joe Luis, and team captain Mark 
Grams. 

On the mound Freshman lefthander Joe Grygiel 
who was named the NECC’s Rookie of the Year, 
has a 6-0 mark with a 4.44 era and leads the staff 
with 49 strikeouts. 

Despite the great talent and effort the Chiefs 
ended the 1988 season short of their goals, 
however, the 1989 season shows greater promise.
